For several year* past there be* been 
something pending In ths Leglalalur* 
that has threatened to materially affect 
tbe local spring election, and has kept 
local politician* from proceeding with 
any certainty lu formulating plane for 
the spring campaign. One year It waa 
tbe anti spring election hill that ren¬ 
dered It uncertain for a long time aa to 
whether au election would be held. 
Last year the annexation bill caused 
similar suspense, and this year there U 
a measure known a* the “pure primary 
bill,” which, wnlle It will not prevent 
the election, will upset much of the 
machinery If It becomes a law and goee 
Into Immediate effect. 

Ward and township conventions are 
abolished by the measure, nominations 
for ward and township offl ;era to be 
made by direct vote at the primary 
election. For .nominations shared by 
more than one township or ward, the 
delegate convention system Is to he 
continued, the law Itself regulating the 
representation to be allowed ail parties 
In tbelr respective conventions. 

It Is proposed to hold ths primary 
election for tne making of nominations 
for the general election on the second 
Tuesday In Heptember, placlnjp^B par 
ties on a parity with regai 
duration of campaigns. Tne 
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Ill tuaVe It easier to 
tea for local offices by 
ten voters may, by petl- 
nomloatton as a candidate 
for nomluailoo to office, 
their party. The man 
so nominated Is to make affidavit that 
he Is qualified fur the position, and will 
accept If electe^jat the primary, and the 
signers of lb# petition are each to make 
affidavit that they are voters, snd sie 
members of the party for whose ticket 
tbelr recomweniatlou for nomination In 
made. 

Ail name* so presented by petition are 
to be placed on the official primary bal¬ 
lot of the proper party by the county, 
city, town or borough deck, whoa# duty 

It Is tb see to tbe prlnlB g of bal.ote. 

If objection Is made to any p*tltl<»r, the 
objector may make complaint and (-paci¬ 
fications In writing, and th# object loo 
may be heard aDd the question of valid¬ 
ity passed upon by th« municipal clerk, 
or by a summary li quity andd- calon 
by any presiding justice of th* Supreme 
Court lo the county. 

The specific aim of the pure primary 
bill Is to prevent political tuanlpul .torn 
voting Republicans at a DemocrttlC 
primary, or Democrat* at a Repub lean 
primary. Tne litll provide*;
